Sermons of Repentance, what Courſe of Lik 
he would adviſe them to for the Time 1 
come? We find, that he did not requir 
them to quit their Military Employment 
but to manage it with due reſpect to Julia 
Truth, and Moderation, (Luke iii. 14.) 4n 
he Soldiers likewiſe demanded of him, ſaying 
And what ſhall we do? And he ſaid unto then 
Do Violence to no Man, neither accuſe any fall,

nal Yea, 'we muſt farther grant, that the juſt 

and vaiiant Exerciſe of your martial Employ- 
-on- ment, my Brother, is not only lawful and 
expedient, but worthy alſo to be ſignalized 
and encou by particular Marks of 
Honour, and as ſome Compenſation for the 
many Dangers and Fatigues, to which you 
are expoſed above others for the Public 
Safety, And in regard to this, the meaneſt 
Perſon that truly anſwers the character of 
a Good Soldier, deſerves the Name of a Gen- 
tlemanz and to be promoted to higher de- 
grees of Honour, as the Merit of his Pru- 
dence, Virtue, and Valour, advances, For 
moſt of our Titles of Honour, from a' Gen- 
tleman to a Prince, ſuch as Eſquire, Knight, 
Count, Duke, &c. are (in the very Mean- 
Ing of the Words) Military Dignities. Such 
Honour being very reaſonably due to thoſe 
who generouſly - and bravely maintain the 
Public Liberty and Safety with the Hazard 
of their Lives, and Expence of their Blood; 
provided that they do not otherwiſe degrade 
themſelves by any baſe and diſhonourable.

It muſt therefore be the worthy Soldier's 
Care to keep his Virtue unſullied, that the 
|  *& — Dignity 
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Dignity of his Profeſſion may not be ſtainei 
by any baſe and unworthy Actions: If a $4. 
dier Steals, Lies, or Swears profanely; if he 
Drinks to Exceſs, or does Violence to Man 
or Woman, he degrades himſelf, and forfeit 
the Honour due to his Station; . becauſe 
herein he acts contrary to the Deſign of bis 
Employment: For a Soldier is one that i; 
armed by Public Authority, for the Public 
Safety, Peace and Quiet; and if be ſhould 
act contrary to this, he would lift himſelf 
among the baſe Herd of profligate Robbers 
and Cut-Throats, who have no ſenſe of 
Honour, nor any regard to the Government 
of Gop or Man; which is the peſtilent Root 
of all Villainy. | | 

It is therefore neceſſary, that I lay down 
a few principal Truths, which are the 
Ground-work- of all that follows; in which 
I defire you, my Brother, to be fully ſatisfied, 
or you will be wanting of your beſt Guard 
and Defence againſt all vile and difhonourable 
Actions. 


In the firſt Place, be aſſured, that the 
Bleſſing of Almighty Gon is abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary to make the Conduct, and the At- 
tempts and Endeavours of all the Armies in 
the World truly proſperous and happy. 
Wiſdom and Strength are his, (Job xit. 13.) 
The Battle is not always to the Strong, 
(Eecl, ix. 11.) Where Gop conducts the 
General of an Army, and inſpires the _ 

they 
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they march with Glory, and carry Terror 
whereever they come, And on the other 
hand, where Gop does dis-ſpirit, caſt down, 
and make fearful the Hearts even of coura- 
geous Men, they will fear where no Fear is, 
they will flee before they are purſued, or even 
attacked, and can do nothing worthily. So 
that we muſt ever own, with the greateſt 
Submiſſion, that the Almighty Sovereign of 
the World is the Diſpoſer of all Victory and 
Suceeſs; that he is the great Arbitrator of 
the Pretences of Princes, and the Diſtributer 
of the Kingdoms of the Earth. And ac- 
cordingly, when the holy Scriptures mention 
the Conqueſt of any Prince, Province, or 
Kingdom, by any other; it is in theſe Words, 
The Lord delivered bim, or it, into his or 
their Hands, (Joſh. vi. 7. Judg. vii. 9. Dan. 
i. 2.) And the Prophet Daniel avers it to the 
Face of a very haughty Prince, who was the 
Emperor of all the then known World, Yat 
it as the God of Heaven that gave bim his 
Kingdom, Power, Strength,” and Glory, (Dan. 
ll, 37.) And after a very ſtrange Judgment 
of GoD upon him for his Haughtineſs, and 
Pride of having ſo vaſt an Empire and Rule, 
this ſame mighty Emperor comes to a i, 
ſerious Acknowledgment of this Truth, (Dan. 
Iv. 34, 35» 37-) Now I Nebuchadnezzar © 
praiſe, extal, and honour the King f Heaven, 
whoſe Dominion is an everlaſiing Dominion, *. 
and bis Kingdom from Generation to Genera 
ion. And all the Inhabitants. of the Barth 


AS: "ares © 
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are reputed as nothing: and he doth according WM Cc 
to his Will in the Army. of Heaven, and among mi 
the Inhabitants of the Earth; and none can nu 
flay his Hand or ſay unto Him, What d of 
thou? It is therefore a principal Point of WW © 
Wiſdom in any Prince or Commander, to 
place his Hope of Victory and his Strength 
in the Almighty Gop, according te the Ex- 
ample of the wiſe and valiant King David; 
(Pſal. xviii. 2.) The Lord is my Rock, and ny 

- Fortreſs, and my Deliverer, my God, my Strength, 
ny Buckler, my high Tower, and Salvation, In 
which Words he humbly acknowledges, that 
the Great Gon was the ſole Cauſe of all 
that Courage and Strength which he had 
ſhewn in the many Battles he fought, and 
the Giver of all the Victory and Triveph 
which attended his Arms. And though ſome 
Generals have ſpoken very profanely of this 
Matter, as if they would not aſk Victory from 
any Power above, if they did but exceed their 
Enemies in competent Numbers of good $qua- 
drons, and Battalions, and Fleets;, and to 
which they have impiouſly and blaſphemouſſ) 
given the Name of InvinciBLE; yet the 
Wiſdom. of God condemns, as a ſenſeleſs 
piece of Pride and Preſumption, this Confi- 
dence in an Arny of Fleſb, this making an Idol 
of Creatures, in. whom of themſelves there is 
no Power nor Might: We find in the Chr 
aicles. of the Kings of Fudah, a great Prince 

' who had One Million, Three Hundred and 
Threeſcore Thouſand. valiant Soldiers at his 

PTY Command, 
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Command, (2 Chron. xvii. 14.) Yet this 
mighty Prince diſclaims all Confidence in this 
numerous and brave Army: and in a Way 
of Humility, (and not Cowardice) proſtrates 
himſelf before the Lord of Hoſts with this 
pious and true Expreſſion of his Truſt in 
Him, (2 Chron. xx. 6, 12.) Thou. O Lord 
Cod, ruleſt over all the Kingdams of the 
Earth; and. in thine Hands. there is Power 
and Might, ſo that none is able to withſtand 
Thee, But in us. there. is no Might againſt 
this great Company that cometh againſt us ; 
only our Eyes. are unto Thee, Which perfect- 
ly agrees with that Sentence of the Oracles of 
God, (Pſal. xxxiii. 16.) No Prince is ſaved 
by the. Multitude. of an. Hoſt,. nor any mighty 
Man by his great Strength. And we are af» 
ſured (Pſal. cxxvii. L.) that all human De- 
fence is inſufficient to preſerve the frongef{ 
Town except the Lord keep it. And if we 
conſider the Nature and Reaſon of Things, 
we muſt grant, that no Courage can be ſupy 
poſed to be ſa. brave and manly, as that which 
is grounded on. the Hope of Allegiance to 
Gon, and Aſſiſtance from Him. | 

But ſome will ſay, that we very often ſes 
profane and profligate Troops, ſtoutly con- 
temning Death and Dangers, prevailing in 
Battle, and carrying all. Things before them 
with great Succeſs. To this x reply; That 
where there are great Provocations ef Gon- 
on both. Sides, be uſually. makes them Scourges 
ta one another, and. ſo they are raiſed: up and 


me 
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| impowered to beat and trample on each other 2 
by turns; and uſually it pleaſes Gop to permit I Ge 
| the evil Spirits to have a great Hand in this, IM anc 
who will eagerly blow up the Wrath and Rage wi. 
of each Party, to the Deſolation and Deſtruction ¶ att 
of each other, TIN 
Wie have many Inſtances of this in th Wl | 
Hiſtories of the Bible, which go beyond all JW Al 
other Hiftories in this, that we have there a Hof 
View of the hidden Springs and Cauſes of the his 
Tranſactions that are there related. And there Nor 
we read how ſome Princes were inſpirited by abe 
Go to undertake. brave and noble Enterprizes; / 
and then we ſee with what matchleſs Courage fl ' 
they made their Onſets, and carried the Day; | 
as when David in his Youth flew Goliath Ml M. 
the vaſt Giant of the Philiſines; and when fo 
Fonathan and his Armour-Bearer attacked MW M. 
their whole Army, encamped on a high 
Hill that was almoſt inacceſſible ; with many 
like Inſtances. And on the other hand, we 
find Saul, Abab, and other wicked Prince, 
merely drawn out to the Battle, and puſhed 
on to their Ruin by evil Spirits; who, partly 
by firing the Rage of theſe Men, given 
up to their Power, and partly by blinding 
and hardening them, as to their prefent ot 
future Dangers, did moſt dreadfully bring 
to paſs their Ruin in this World and the 
Wert. £38. apt 

By all which, it appears to be a Truth 
that cannot be queſtioned by any, but ſuch 
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er 2s deny the Truth of the Holy Scriptures, and 
Gop's Government of the World; that all true 
and manly Courage is the Gift of Gop, together 
with all the Victory and good Succeſs that 
attend it, either in a ſingle Perſon, or in a whole 
Army. 

Be aſſured therefore, my Brother, that our 
Almighty God is the over-ruling Generaliſſimo 
of all the Armies in the World; and that it is 


his moſt undeniable Prerogative to be the Lox D 
re Nor Hos rs, or Armies; a Title given to God 
by above fifty Times in the ſingle Prophecy of 
s; Wl //aiah; and we know, He will not give his Glory 
oe to another en a 
1; 1 bave inſiſted the longer on this firſt 
> WM Maxim, my Brother, becauſe this is the very 
en Foundation of all Virtue and Goodneſs. If 


Man had no dependance upon Gop, even 
in the Affairs of War, (which are the moſt 
important of any under the Sun) he would 
have ſomething to ſay for his Impiety and 
Immorality. But ſince it is the glorious At- 
tribute of GoD to have the Rule over all 
his Works; and fince it is the very Nature 


| 

x of a Creature, to Live, Move, and have his 
no Wl Being in, and from his God; we muſt even 

or WM be conſtrained, the manifeſt Force of 
ns Wl Reaſon, and the concurrent Teſtimony of 
he the Conſciences of all Men, to aver, that it 


is the moſt, fooliſh and moſt pernicious thing 
in the World, for any reaſonable Creature 
to neglect, or to offend the All-governing 
Cop; and that there can be no. ſolid 
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Peace or Comfort to Man in this World, 


without the F riendſhip of the Governor of it. 
And when the Soldier ſeriouſly thinks of this, 


- he will be convinced, that it is more eſpecially 


hazardous, and an indifcreet Thing in one 
of his Profeſſion, to be a contemner of Gop, 
or an Offender againſt Him; ſince a Soldier 
is, more than all other Men expoſed to con- 
tinual Danger, and needs a more peculiar 
Defence from. God's Providence; and therefore 
ought in: Prudence to endeavour. to ſecure 
- by a more than ordinary ſober and good 
ife. M 


We ſee with. what Caution, and with what 


ſtrictneſs of Diſcipline, a prudent General 


marches his Troops, thorow the Country of 
any powerful Prince, whoſe Friendſhip he is 
concerned. to. preſerve: No Soldier ſhall be 
permitted to take the Worth of a Penny, 
without paying for it, upon pain of Death; 


nor preſume to open his Lips provoking]y 


againſt any Subject of that Prince, without 
a ſuitable Penalty; and whoſoever offends, 
is immediately and impattially puniſhed by 
Martial Law, as a Terror to others. And 


all this is well. But then, who can juſtify 


the Conduct of that General, who takes no 
effectual Care that his Soldiers do not offend 


the LoRD of HosTs? and who reſtrains not 


the Vice and Profaneneſs of his Army, that 
they. break not their, Peace with the Lord 
their God? Nothing but Atbeiſm and a wick- 
ed Life, can make us think, that tbe Ange 
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of the Almighty Gop is leſs to be dreaded 
than that of an earthly Prince: Or that any 
Intereſt in this World is greater than that.of 
our Peace with Gov. 29 
Theſe Things being confidered, it is ſcarce 
imaginable, what Glory might be given to 
Gop, what Succeſs to the Enterprizes of an 
Army, and what comfort would accrue to 
the Minds of ſuch Generals and other Officers, 
who ſhould take great Care to ſuppreſs the 
Vices of thoſe under their Command ; parti- 
cularly the horrid Impiety of profane Swear- 
ing and Curſing, which, as the great Duke 
of Scomberg told his Soldiers, is a Sin that 
has the leaſt Temptation, and is of the moſt 
heavy Guilt; to which, as Soldiers are too 
often very ſubject, ſo being committed open- 
ly, and thereby -made liable to. Obfervation, 
may: be very eaſily puniſhed and ſuppreſſed. 
The meer Frown of Officers would do much 
towards the ſuppreſſing of this Sin, but the 
conſtant Reſentment of it would do it more, 
and a general Puniſhment of it, moſt effectu- 
ally; as we may be convinced by the happy 
Effects of the putting the Laws in Execution 
for ſome Years paft againſt this and other 
Impieties and Immortalities in the City of 
London, and throughout the Kingdom ; where- 
by the ſuppreſſing of them in the Army is. 
now become much more eaſy to be effect- 
_— | 
Wherefore I once more intreat you, my 
Brother, to fix à deep. Senſe of this my firſt 
t Maxim 
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Maxim in your Breaſt, and to act accord. 
ing to it throvghout your whole Life; ani 
then you will efteem- Prayer to GoD your 
chief Privilege, and Obedience to Him your 
chief Intereſt; and indeed, then Piety will 
de your greateſt Pleaſure, and Vice your 
ſoreſt Grief, And fo I paſs on to the next 
Thing that I promiſed to lay down; which

Secondly, That Gop keeps the Diſpoſal of 
Life and Death in his own Hand: He ki 
leth and maketh alive, (1 Sam, ii. 6.) H 
woundeth, and be maketh whole, (Job v. 18.) 
Not but that a Man may ftab or piſtol himſelf; 
but yet, the Wiſdom of the Divine Providence 
is ſerved by all ſuch Diſaſters, So that even in 
the moſt confuſed Slaughter of a Battle, no 
man is killed or preſerved by Fate or Fortune; 
every killing Bullet (like the Dart that ſmat: 
King Ahab betwixt the Joints of his Armour) does 
ſerve ſome End of the All-wiſe. Governor of 
the World. We are aſſured by our bleſſed 
Saviour, That a Sparrow (not worth above halt 
a Farthing) falls not to the Ground without tht 
Permiſſion of God, (Matthew xx. 29.) And 
can we think, that a Man falls otherwik, 
whom Gop hath thought fit to redeem by 
the Blood of his only Son JtsUs CHRIST! 
If we ſhould admit ſuch a Thought, ve 
muſt ſuppoſe that all Men are not under 
. Goy's Government, which is both fooliſh and 


impious. 
Third) 
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Thirdly, Let us confider, That we muſt for 
ever fare in the Life to come, gry Bom 
we do comply with, or rebel againſt the Will 
of God in our preſent Life. The good Man 
will he for ever Happy, as are the glorious 
Angels above; and the Wicked will be ever 
wretched, as are the damned Devils, For 
Gop will have his End in making Man; and 
will be for ever glorified in, or pen every Soul 


of us, 


Fourthly, It is not Martial Valour, nor 
any thing like true Manhood, to be hardened 
azainft the Threat of Gop, and the Fear of 
his Judgment, and Puniſhments to come; but 
it is rather a ſort of brutal Inſenſibleneſs, or 
diabolical Infatuation of the Devil, He that 
fears not the Diſpleaſure of his General, cannot 
be a good Soldier; nor can there be a good 
Man without the Fear of Gop. For indeed, 
it is the moſt reproachful Baſeneſs to abuſe 
infinite Goodneſs, and the utmoſt Degree of 
Madneſs to provoke infinite Power. You 
will readily grant that it is neither Valour 


nor Diſcretion to revile your Prince, or to 


challenge your General, or to trample on 
your Parent; but a monſtrous Raſhneſs and 
Villainy: and infinitely more ſo, is all our 
Contempt of Gop, and wilful Breaches of his 
Holy Laws, ae 

Let the Chriſtian Soldier therefore be ſure 


to keep his Religion with his Employment, 


which 
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which will be the beſt Expedient to preſerve 
his Honour in this World, and his Happineſ; 
in the other. And, in truth, my Brother, 
this Chriftian Admonition is addreſſed to you 
with a moſt affectionate Concern for you in 
both theſe Reſpects. And that you may the 
more plainly underſtand what I have farther 
to propoſe, I ſhall lay it before you in Tus 
Parts: The Fir of which tends to diſſuade 
you from thoſe baſe and pernicious Diſpoſitions 
and Doings, by which many Thouſands fall and 
periſh for ever. The Second is, to adviſe you 
to ſuch good and virtuous Behaviour as is 
truly Honourable, and earneſtly Adyantageous, 
And here. | 
I. The firſt Thing from which I would 
moſt earneſtly diſfwade you is, from a pro- 
fane Treatment of any Sacred or Holy 
Thing. It is the firſt Maxim in the Morals 
of Cato, a Heathen, That it ſhould be our 
principal Care to pay a juſt Veneration 15 
Things divine. And indeed the Reaſon of 
all Men (whether Chriſtians or Infidel) 
cannot but grant it to be the moſt fit, the 
"moſt decent, and moſt important Fhing in 
the World, that we treat the infinite Majeſty 
of Heaven with eminent Honour and Regard; 
and that we pay a juſt and conftant re- 
ſpect to every Thing that He is pleaſed to 
call his; and which therefore we are to 
call and to eſteem Holy and Sacred, I there- 
fore adviſe you, my Brother, to account a ; 
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horrible, a fcandalous, and -an inſufferable 
Villainy, for ſo it truly is, to blaſpheme the 
Great and Terrible Name of Gop, which 
we are not worthy to mention, even' upon 
our bended Knees, and in the moſt devout 
Frame of Mind. Dread to make a j eſt 
of any part of the Holy Scriptures, which are 
the Word of Gop; or of any Religious Mat- 
ter; for this is a breaking in upon Gop him- 
ſelf with the greateſt Rudeneſs; and be aſ- 
ſured, Sir, that GoDÞ will vindicate his Hon- 
our in deſpight of the greateſt and proudeſt 
Men upon Earth; And whoſoever ſports 
himſelf to the Diſhonour of Gop, will find 
it to be to his own Wounding, ſooner or 
later, in a very terrible manner. And tru- 
ly, my Brother, ſince no manner of pro- 
fane Speech can be ſuppoſed to be uttered 
for the ſake of any ſenſual Pleaſure, or of 
any Profit or Gains attending it, and yet 
does as it were force the Almighty GoD, in 
Vindication of himſelf, to pour his Judg- 
ments of eternal Deſtruction upon all ſuch 
Offenders as do not repent of it, and forſake 
it; if 1 cannot prevail with you to refrain 
from this barbarous Inſolence againſt Hea- 
ven, I wholly deſpais both of your Virtue 
and Happineſs, For T may very warrantably 
pronounce that Man's Caſe dangerous to a 
high Degree, and almoſt deſperate, who gives 
himſelf up to ſo ſenſeleſs, graceleſs, and 
excuſeleſs a Tranſgreflion. And why, my 
Brother,, will you loſe Heaven for a few

inſipid and indecent Words ? Why will you, 
or rather, How dare you Challenge and De- 
fy the Almighty Power of Gop, whoſe Wrath 
is the foreſt Evil that can befal us?

I. As yau would comply with this, or 
any thing elſe that is Decent, Honourable, or 
Religious; you muſt preſerve a ſtrict and 
conſtant Sobriety, You have attained no- 
thing in the Way of Virtue, if you have not 
learned to control that filly Appetite, which 
craves more than is fit or reaſonable ; for if 
you do not, through the Grace of Gov, 
bring your ſenſual Appetites into a juſt Sub- 
jection to your Reaſon, they will ſoon be- 
come ſo. violent and tyrannical, as to over- 
bear all that is Good; and then there will 
be no good Conduct, but great Confuſion in 
the Frame of your Mind, and in the Courſe 
of your Life. For Intemperance, . whereve! 
it prevails, deſtroys a Man's Reaſon, Honour 
and Conſcience at once; and opens a wide 
Gap for any Sin or Folly, th&agh never (0 
monſtrous and inhuman, to make its Entrance. 
It perfectly bereaves the brave Soldier of all 
that is great and noble in his Character. 
A very Child exceeds him in Strength, and 
an Idiot is his equal in Diſcretion. He" 
neither fit to Command, nor to Obey; 

. | give 
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ive Orders, nor to execute them. 'He is 
unable to ſtand upon his Guard, or to-diſcern 
the Fuce of an Enemy from a Friend. And 
when his Senſes return to him, it will be 
matter of ſore RefteQion, to conſider that he 
hamefully parted with his Manhood, his Ho- 
nour, and his Innocence, for the inconſiderable 
Pleaſure of a little Drink, whilſt it ran over his 
Tongue, 


III. Let the brave Soldier preſerve himſelf 
from any impure Luſt. The Luſt of Un- 
ceanneſs tends to fink and ſoften even the 
braveſt Spirits, and to take a man off from 
Warlike Deſigns and Enterprizes, by engag- 
ing him in the Proſecution of baſe and ſhame- 
ful Intrigues; and in the Event, he is uſually 
covered with Shame, and brought into an 
odious- and fatal Bondage and Slavery, out of 
which he ſeldom or never eſcapes, (Prov. ii. 
19.) He ſball be baldten with the Cards of his 
Sins. Here, alas | many a great Man has 
buried his Honour, and marred the Glory 
of many brave Actions paſt. It was this that 
caſt a Blot on the Hiſtory of the Wife Man, 
Solomon, and rendered the otherwiſe ' invincible 
Samſon, the Prey and Sport of his cowardly 
Enemies. And all Hiſtories abound with 
Examples of the like Nature; and our own 
Obſervation will frequently ſhew us very 
mournful Inſtances of the Ruin of Perfons and 
Families by this deſtructive Vice, which, as 
the Wiſe Man ſays, is-a dep Pit, (Prov. 


3 xxii. 
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xf. 14.) deſtructive as the Mauth of Hel 
itſelf, (Prov. vii. 27.) — that a Man's 
following of this Sin, is a Token of bis 
being bereft of the Protection of Gop's 
Grace, yea, that he is in a State of Wrath 
and Abhorrence with Gop, (Prov. xxii. 14.) 
The Mouth of firange Women is a deep Pit: 
He that is abhorred of the Lord ſhall fall int 
il. 

And 4 other ſorts of Uncleanneſs, let 
your Soul abhor the very Thoughts of that un- 
natural and abominable Kind of it, which 
brought Fire from Heaven upon Sodom, and 
which derives its infamous Name from thoſe 
filthy Wretches. This is a monſtrous piece 
of Villainy, condemned to Death by the Laws 
of God and Man, and ought to be chaſed from 
off the Earth, by the general Abhorrence, of 
Mankind, For hereby Men fink below the 
utmoſt Irregularities of the ſhameleſs Beaſts; 
and one would wonder, that ſuch a monſtrous 
Wickedneſs could ever be admitted into the 
Heart of any one that deſerves the Name of a 
Man. And therefore, I pray you, treat: it 
always with the utmoſt Scorn, and the moſt 
implacable — |

Watch againſt the ſudden Breakings out of 
Paſſion, and againſt all, Inclinations to Vio- 
lence and Cruelty: For all theſe are To- 
kens of a weak Mind, and of a. very low 
and baſe Spirit.

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$ldier ſhuns all private Diſcord and Contention, 
conſidering that his Life is devoted to the 
public Intereſt, and is therefore by no means to 
de ſacrificed to private Reſentments. He re- 
ſerves the Uſe of his Strength and Spirit for 
thoſe honourable Conteſts with the Public 
Enemy, in which he will give ſuch undoubted 
Proofs of his Valour, as will ſet him above 
the Reproaches of ſuch as would reflect upon 
him for Cowardice, on the account 6f his 
declining private Challenges and Duels, For 
the common Notion of this Matter is quite 
wrong; it is not a Man's Honour to Reſent 
or Revenge an Offence ? but it is his Honour 
to Wave it, and Paſs it by; as the inſpired 
Solomon has long fince determined the Caſe, 
(Prov. xix. II.) The Diſcreticn of a Man 
dferreth his Anger and it is his Glory to paſs 
over @ Tranſgreſſion. To be over-born by 
Paſfion, is a Teſtimony of the Weakneſs of 
the Mind, and what Women and Children, 
and fickly Perſons, are moſt ſubje& to; but 
to overcome our Reſentments, and bridle our 
Paſſions, is the Effect of a diſcreet, and 
noble, and reaſoning Mind. In this the great 
and brave Spirit excels the raſh and mean, 
in that it can generouſly forgive thoſe In- 
decencies and Afﬀronts, or perhaps Miſtakes, 
which little narrow Souls. are not able to 
0 over without being all ſet on fire with 
em.

ther to bear down that falſe Notion of Ho. not 


nour which Men do moſt unreaſonably fuppoſe ¶ ou 
is to be gotten by Duelling and private Com- 
bats 3 which has in a manner tompelted many MCo: 
Perſons to embrue their Hands in the Blood maj 
of their Friends, Relations and Fellow-S:.Wyhc 
 diers, to the Wounding of their own Con-Ml:nd 
ſctences, the Lofs of their Peace, and off W. 
their Lives; yea, to the utter and eternal 
Ruin of their own Souls; (for it is direct 
contrary to the Law of Gop) and probably 
the Deſtruction of the Soul of the Perſon 
that is thus killed too.

onour: And as He is our Preſerver, our very 
ie and Bliſs, we ought to worſhip Him daily

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in the moſt ſolemn and devout manner; and to 
obſerve all the Particulars of his known Will, 
in the moſt dutiful and awful manner, 

To neglect Prayer to Go, is in effect to 
deny our Dependance upon Him; and to be 
heedleſs and without Reverence in the Per- 
formance of our Devotions, is a very great 
Affront to Him, who knows all the Thoughts 
of our Hearts, And as the Dangers and 
Temptations of a Soldier are greater than 
others, ſo he had need to be more punctual 
and more fervent in bis Devotions, Where- 
fore be not aſhamed to acknowledge your 
Dependence on Gop, and vour Subjection 
and Reſignation to him. Kneel down de- 
voutly every Morning and Evening, and 


worſhip Gop in a moſt ſerious and awful 
manner. And if you have no Conveniency 


of retiring from the Sight of Men at your 
Devotions, turn your Face from them, or 
cover it, and pour out your Soul before Gon 
in Spirit and Truth: And if Men laugh at 
you, or mock you, this your Conſtancy in your 
Duty to Gor, CHRIST himſelf will one Day 
own to be a Confeſſing him before Men; and 
then you will find it to be the trueſt Glory 
to ſuffer Shame for his ſake. And becauſe 
your Devotions will neceſſarily be much in- 


terrupted in that way of Life that you are 


in, you muſt make up this Loſs two 
ways.

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Pirfl, By the more frequent Uſe of very 
ſhort Prayers in your Mind, which are uſually 
called Ejaculations, begging Gop's Grace, 
Mercy and Help, on all Occaſions, by the 
filent Breathings of the Soul : which you may 
perform Without Offence or Hindrance, in- 


your Tent, or in Company; in your Marches, 


or Engagements. And there is many Times

Secondly, By the exerciſe of a more retired, 
mote ſettled and compoſed Devotion, when 
you come from the Camp to your Quarters;

Some 
have obſerved of a Soldier's Life, that it 
either has too much Buſineſs, or too little : 
But he that has a juſt denſe of Religion, 
hnds ſo many noble ways of employing his 
Time, that it will never lie heavily on his 
Hands, 


II. Keep up in your Mind a juſt Senſe of 
the great Evil af every Tranſgreſſion againſt 
Gop, the glorious Governor of the World. 
Far though the Inſtance of it be never ſo ſmall 
in the Account of ſenſual Men, it is always 
very dreadful to an inlightened Mind. It 

$i, B 3. cannot 
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cannot be a light Matter to contradict the 
Will of Him that made us, and will one Day 
pronounce our eternal Doom, either of Acquit- 
tal or Condemnation: To deſpiſe infinite Good- 
nefs, to abufe infinite Patience, to provoke 
infinite Power, to fancy that we can order 
our Lives more to our Advantage, than Gop 
who is infinite in all Perfection hath directed 
us: Togrieve the holy Spirit of Gop, to-break 
the ſolemn Vows we have made to Him, to 
withdraw ourſelves from the Conduct of his 
Son, who hath redeemed us with his own 
Plood, and to put ourſelves under the Power of 
his Enemy, who ſeeks to deſtroy us for ever: 
Theſe. are the dreadful Conſequences of all 
wilful Sin, and none but the fooliſh and in- 
ſenſible can make a Mock at it; who alſo, 
except they ſpeedily become more wiſe, will 
for ever regret this their pernicious Folly, 
in the Place of weeping, wailing, and gnaſhing

IV. Accuſtom your Mind to conſider ſpiri- 
tualty and religiouſly upon the ordinary Acci- 
dents that fall out in the Courſe of your Life ; 
which will be particularly uſeful to you in your 
way of Life, becauſe, you have not ſuch Ad- 
vantages of public Sermons as ſome others en- 
joy; and becauſe your military Profeſſion, taking 
it in a ſpiritual Senſe, is the very Buſineſs of a 
Chriſtian. Our Vows to Gop in our Baptiſm 
are expreſſed in the Terms of War : we there 
engage to fight manſully againſt the World, the 
Fleſh and the Devil; and to continue Chriſt's 
faithful Soldiers to our Lives end, It will there- 
tore be eaſy, and even natural to you, when 
you accuſtom yourſelf to think of ſpiritual 
Things, to improve the-ordinary Paſſages of a 
Soldier's Life to the Advantage of your ſpiritual 
Warfare, For Inſtance; When. you ſee. a 
Soldier liſting himſelf under your. Commander, 
remember your own. Dedication - to Gon in 
Baptiſm: For the very Word Sacrament, which 

Ss S&- © anciently 
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anciently ſignified an Oath, is ſuppoſed to be 
taken from the Soldier's Oath, of Military 
Faithfulneſs to his Prince and General. When 
you ſee with what Readineſs the brave Soldier 
undertakes the moſt dangerous Enterprize at 
the Command of his General; eſteeming him- 
ſelf particularly honoured by the Difficulty 
and Hazard of his Poſt; conſider how much 
greater Reaſon there is for a Chriſtian's moſt 
chearful Submiſſion to Gop's Will in the moſt 
difficult Circumſtances of this Life; and that 
we ought to value ſuch ſpecial Opportunities 
of doing Honour to Goo. When you ſee the 
Stratagems and Contrivances of your Enemies 
to deceive and deſtroy you, think of the Devil's 
reſtleſs Malice againft you, and the many De- 
vices he ſets on foot to bring about your Ruin, 
When you are on the Guard 'or the Patrole, 
remember your Saviour's Command, to watch 
and pray, that you be not ſurprized, and fo f. 
into the Hands of your ſpiritual Enemy the 
Devil. When you obſerve how Soldiers dil- 
engage themſelves from the Buſineſs of Trade 
and other Employments, that they may be 
- wholly at the Command of their General; con- 
ſider the Apoſtle's Improvement of this, (2 Tin. 
ii. 4.) where he preſles us to be more moderate 
in our Concerns for temporal Things, that ſo 
we might the more freely attend upon Goy, 
and improve in our ſpiritual Eftate; When 
you ſee what Shame and Puniſhmerit ſuch Men 
meet with, who deſert their Colours, - keep 
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Correſpondence with the Enemy ; meditate on 
the inſupportable Shame and Torment of all 
unfaithful Chriftians at the laſt Judgment. 
And laſtly, when you ſee the Honour done to 
ſuch Perſons as do eminent Service to their 
Prince and Country; then think upon the glori- 
ous Triumphs of the bleſſed Saints, Martyrs 
and Confeſſors, now in Heaven, who either 
ſuffered for the true Religion, or by any other 
Ways did Honour or Service to it. And ſo for

When he has 
the Opportunities of Eating and Drinking, he 
takes chearfully what falls to his Portion, re- 
freſhing himſelf with Moderation, Content. 
ment, and hearty Thankfulneſs to God. In 
his Behaviour he gives Offence to none, and 
ſcarce ever meets with: any one fo ill-natured 
as to affront him: But if he does, he prudently 
deelines a Quarrel, knowing that he is forbid- 
den in Gop's Word to avenge himſelf, He is 
even merciful to his Enemies, when they ſub- 
mit to him; and punctaally obedient to all Or- 
ders of Diſcipline or Action given him by 
his Commanders, His Senſe of the Love of 
Gop. 'relieves him under any Hardſhip, in- 
ſpirits him-in any great Enterprize, and em- 
boldens him in the Appearance of Danger or
